State Fair, therefore, affords the 
Nothwest a g reat opportunity to do 
valuable work for the promotion of 
immig ration. Realizing this, Oreg on, 
Washing ton, Montana, Idaho, North 
and South Dakota, will send state 
exhibits of their products. Minnesota, 
spurred on by this friendly rivalry, is 
expected to make a g reater showing 
than ever before, and many of the 
ag ricultural counties will make a 
county exhibit.

TH E SILVER QUESTION 
EXPLAINED 


By Hon. Jamee T. McCleary. of Mankato, 


and Judge 
Page Morris, Our 


Next Congreeeman. 


An audience completely filling the 
opera house listened attentively on 
Saturday evening last for over three 
hours to hear Hon. J. T. McCleary 
of Mankato, and Judg e Pag e Morris, 
of Duluth, our next cong ressman 
preach the doctrine of protection and 
sound money. There was no toroh 
lig ht procession, no marching olub or 
any other unusual demonstration to 
g et the people out, but for all that 
the house was completely filled, and 
with but very few exceptions, all re­ 
mained until the end at half past 
eleven, so deeply interested were they 
in the subject. 
It was expected that Cong ressman 
McCleary would make the principal 
speech, but he missed the noon train 
at St. Paul, and had to come to Sta­ 
ples on No. 1, and g et down here on 
a freig ht, which he could not do un­ 
til ten o’clock, hence Judg e Morris 
occupied the time until that hour. 
Judg e Morris is an able and con­ 
vincing speaker, and while he has 
not the wonderful eloq uence of his 
opponent, he has justice and rig ht on 
his side, which he presents with so 
much earnestness that he carries con­ 
viction. He referred to the situation 
as it existed two years ag o and com­ 
pared it with to-day. How he stump­ 
ed the district theu for Mr. Towne, 
aud how he told the people then that 
it was but a preliminary skirmish for 
the g reat battle of this year. 
How 
Mr. Towne was elected and had 
scarcely been seated when he was 
captured body and soul by the pilver 
barons, and had deserted to the ene­ 
my in the face of the g reat battle 
that they had told the people they 
were preparing for. He read extracts 
from Mr. Towue’s speech made on 
the same platform two years ag o in 
accepting the nomination to show 
how absurd and foolish was Towne's 
claim that the party had left him 
luatead of his leaving the party. He 
thea entered into a discussion of the 
merits of free coinag e, and showed 
how it would reduce in value by one- 
half every dollar of money iu circu­ 
lation other than g old, how it would 
cut in two the saving s of laboring 
men in all saving s institutions, such 
as saving s banks, building and loan 
associations, trust companies and de- 
poeits *n banks, how it would reduce 
by one-half the value of all life in­ 
surance policies, how it would rob 
the old soldier of one-half his pen­ 
sion money, and reduce the value of 
all wag es, whether earned by the 
minister in the pulpit or the laboring 
man in the shops, on the farm, in the 
mill, or on the railroad in 
any 
capacity, or by the strug g ling and 
tired teacher in the school room, and, 
worst of all, would produce such a 
lack of confidence in the financial 
integ rity of the nation that such a 
panic and business depression would 
ensue, as would make the panic of 
1893 a boom iu comparison 
He was 
applauded to the echo us in scathing 
be denounced such dis- 


honest; and disi"“« * to *nrich tbe 
millionaire silver mine owner. 
would be the only one who would 
profit by free silver coinag e. 


CONGRESSMAN MCCLEARY, 
by this time having arrived, Mr. 
Morris closed, and Mr. McCleary, in a 
clear, simple, 
schoolmasterly, but 
very able and convincing fashion, ex­ 
plained to the audience what free 
coinag e of silver meant. 
He traced 
the experience of the g overnment 
from its birth to the present time in 
attempting to maintain 
the two 
standards and circulate both metals, 
aud showed how futile an effort it was 
and always would be unless at a fixed 
ratio by international ag reement, or 
by the unlimited coinag e of one and 
the limited coinag e of the othei as at 
present practiced by 
the United 
States. 
The hour was so late that 
Mr. McCleary could not 
explain 
everything as clearly as he liked, aud 
as he usually does, but his speech was 
a most timely effort, for it settled the 
q uestion for g ood in the minds of 
q uite a few who did not understand 
the q uestion, 
and who had been 
partially led to believe by the blautant 
free silver advocates that there was 
some merit in their scheme of public 
robbery. 
Mr. McCleary was most at­ 
tentively listened to throug hout and 
was enthusiastically cheered as he ex­ 
posed the fallacies of the free silver 
advocates. 
There is no q uestion but that the 
feeling for honest money and honesty 
in g overnment finance is on the g ain 
at present in this community, but no 
effort must be spared until all who 
are not blinded by partisan feeling or 
swayed by dishonest motives of self 
advancement will see and feel the 
truth, and the result will be the 
crushing defeat of the foes of g ood 
g overnment aud financial hoaesty 
next November. 


Why He Remains A Republican. 
At the lata Republican convention 
of Arizona, held to elect deleg ates to 
the St. Louis convention, Tom Fitch, 
one of the most noted free silver advo 
cates in the territory, was called upon 
to speak and responded in a speech, 
which for simple eloq uence and beau­ 
ty of diction, deserves preservation. 
Hie reasoD why he should remain a 


Republican are unauawerable and 
should be read by all Republicans. 
The reading will in no way dwarf 
their enthusiasm for the g rand old 
party. The fall text of Mr. Fitch’s 
speech is as follows: 
“Gentlemen ot the convention: 
I thoug ht that the seclusion that the 
upper g allery g rant« , combined with 
other circumstancee, would exempt 
me from invitation to apeak before this 
convention, but your repeated calls 
leave me no alternative oooeietent with 
courtesy but to answer them. 
“The speakers who have add reseed 
you have spoken of the free coinag e 
of silver as a cardinal principle of the 
Republican party. I fear that the 
St. Louis convention may compel us 
to retrace our steps in this matter, 
and as the statesmen who eontrol 
this convention have not included me 
among those deemed most fit to re­ 
present Arizona at St. Louis, I feel 
q uite at liberty to tell the truth. 
“I suppose no one will q uestion my 
loug devotion to the cause of free 
silver coinag e. 
Years ag o, at tbe 
inception of the movement, I, as the 
vice-president of the national execu­ 
tive committee of the free silver 
convention, in connection with A- 
J. 
Warner, the president of the com­ 
mittee, traveled throug h the South 
aud 
West preaching the doctrine 
ofj bimetallism, and I have never 
since had occasion to chang e my 
views 
with respect to the g reat 
benefits that mig ht result to this 
nation from the complete restoration 
of silver as a money metal; and yet 
there are other circumstances q uite 
as influential which must be potent in 
determining my future action and 
the future action of maoy Republicans 
in this matter. 
“This morning a friend, who is a 
member of this convention, and who 
now honors me with his audience, said 
to me: “Mr. Fitch, you have always 
been a pronounced advocate of the 
free coinag e of silver; what will you 
do if the 3t. Louis convention adopts 
a plank favoring a sing le g old stand­ 
ard, and denouncing the free coinag e 
of silver? 
I did not answer the 
q uestiou then, but with your per­ 
mission I will do so now. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because its history is the hietory of 
the g rowth, the g reatueesand the free 
dom of this nation; because its pur­ 
poses are patriotic; because it is the 
friend of labor without being the foe 
of thrift; because it is wise, because it 
is just, because its restoration to eom- 
plete power will rekindle the furnace 
and start the turbines,and fill the land 
with the music of contented and well 
paid toil, and put bread into men's 
mouths and hope into their hearts. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because it is the g randest political 
org anization of freemen 
that the 
world has ever known; because under 
its wise g uidance star after star has 
been added to our flag , ship after 
ship has been added to our fleets, 
factory after factory has been added 
to our resources, millions upon mil­ 
lions have beeu added to our wealth, 
city after city has beeu developed 
from our villag es, ami the laud has 
been laced with network of iron rails, 
aud furnace fires have illuminated the 
nig ht, and the g rand diapason of 
labor 
has been 
made to 
sound 
throug hout the coutinent. 
1 belong to the Republican party 
because under its inspiration these 
United States, onco a wrang ling and 
discordant common wealth, these 
United States, once shamed witn slav­ 
ery and decrepit with the diaeaae 
s e s s io n—-these United States have 
become a country 
no slave’s 
presence dishonors labor, where P° 
freeman's utterance are choked by the 
hand of power, where no man doffs 
his hat to another except throug h tbe 
courtesy of eq uals, where education 
is free, where manhood is respected 
and where labor is protected. 
“Under the patriotic rule of tbe 
Republican party these United States 
have become a nation whose credit 
reig ns at the head of the world’s fiu- 
ances—whose flag floats proudly up­ 
on every sea, and who« e armies would 
como at the drumbeat out of the hives 
of industry to swarm in defense of 
the eeuutry ou every shore. 
“Under the rule of the Republican 
party these United States have be­ 
come the g reatest, freest, and most 
prosperous nation nnder the lig ht of 
sun.

Rather 
will I turn to the Republican g oddem 
the same steadfast face that I bore 
when my lock« , now whitening , were 
black as raven's wing , and say to her 
as Ruth said to Naomi: 
Whither 
thou lodg est, I will lodg e: thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God my 
God; where tbou dieet I will die, and 
there will I be buried.* ”

Whenever thee# mine owners sell 
certificates of stock in their mines on 
time they make the purchaser g ive 
them a g old note. This is the invari­ 
able enstom. 
The following is the 
copy of a note g iven for the purchase 
of $ 500 worth of stock in a silver miue, 
and this copy 
was 
made 
from 
the orig inal note, by a prominent 
St. Cloud attorney,—the uamee are 
merely left blaQk. 
Here is the note: 
Spokane, Wash., Jane 16,1894. 
$ 500- 
On March 1st, 1895, after date with­ 
out g race I promise to pay to the 
order o f ---------------------------------Five 
hundred dollars, m g old ooiu of the 
United States of America of the pres­ 
ent standard of value, with interest 
thereon in like g old ooin, at the rate 
of 12 per cent per annum from date, 
until paid, for value received. Inter­ 
est to be paid at msturity, and if not 
so paid the whole sum of both princi­ 
pal and interest to become immedi­ 
ately due and collectable at the option 
of the holder of this note. 
And in case suit or action is insti­ 
tuted to collect this note, or any por­ 
tion thereof I promise and ag ree to 
pay in addition to cost and disburse­ 
ments, provided by statute, fifty dol­ 
lars, in like g old coin for attorneys 
fees, in suit or action. 
This is the best evidence that the 
men who are paying for the manu­ 
facture of free silver sentimeut do not 
propose to take fifty-ceot dollars 
themselves, and the fact that they ac­ 
cept only g old notes is evidence that 
they believe that free silver would 
mean a depreciated currency.

Minnesota, 
spurred on by this friendly rivalry, is 
expected to make a greater showing 
than ever before, and many of the 
agricultural coonties will make a 
county exhibit.

ane Judge Page Morris, Our 


Next Congreesman. 


An audience completely filling the 
opera house listened attentively on 
Saturday evening last for over three 
boors to hear Hon. J. T. McCleary, 
of Mankato, and Judge Page Morris, 
of Duluth, our next congressman, 
preach the doctrine of protection and 
sound money. There was no torch­ 
light procession, no marching slob or 
any other unusual demonstration to 
get the people out, bat for sll that 
the boose was completely filled, and 
with bat very few exceptions, all re­ 
mained until the end st half pest 
eleven, so deeply interested were they 
in the subject 
It was expected that Congreesman 
McCleary woald make the principal 
speech, bot he missed the noon train 
at St. Peal, and bad to oome to Sta­ 
ples on No. I, and get down here on 
a freight, which he could not do an­ 
tu tea o'clock, hence Judge Morris 
oocapied the time until that hoar. 
Judge Morris ie sn able and con 
vincing speaker, and whUe he has 
not the wonderful eloquence of his 
opponent he hoe justice and right on 
his side, whioh he presents with so 
mach earnestness that he carries con­ 
viction. He referred to the situation 
as it existed two years ago and com­ 
pared it with to-day. How he stamp­ 
ed the district then for Mr. Towne, 
and how he told the people then that 
it was bnt a preliminary skirmish for 
the great battle of this year. 
How 
Mr. Towne was elected and had 
scarcely been seated when he was 
captured body and soul by the silver 
barons, and had deserted to the ene­ 
my in the face of the great battle 
that they had told the people they 
were preparing for. He readf extracts 
from Mr. Towne’s speech made on 
the same platform two years ago in 
accepting the nomination to show 
how absurd and foolish was Towne’s 
claim that the party had left him 
instead of his leaving the party. He 
then entered into a discussion of the 
merits of free coinage, and showed 
how it wonld reduce rn value by one- 
half every dollar of money in circu­ 
lation other than gold, how it would 
cat in two the savings of laboring 
men rn all savings institutions, such 
aa savings banks, budding and loan 
associations, trust companies and de­ 
posits in banks, how it woald reduce 
by one-half the valne of all life in­ 
surance policies, how it wonld rob 
the old soldier of one-half his pen­ 
sion money, and reduce the value of 
all wages, whether earned by the 
minister in the pulpit or the laboring 
man in the shops, on the farm, in the 
mill, or on the railroad in any 
capacity, or by the straggling and 
tired teacher in the school room, and, 
wont of all, woald produce snob a 
lack of confidence in the financial 
integrity of the nation that such a 
Dania and business depression woald 
ensue, as woald nj ake the panic of 
1893 a boom in comparison He was 
applauded to the echo us in seething 
sentence? he denounced such dis- 
honwt; and di.t,,nor to enrich *j>® 
millionaire silver mine owner, 
would be the only one who woald 
profit by free silver coinage. 


CONGRESSMAN MCCLEARY, 
by 'this time having arrived, Mr. 
Morris closed, and Mr. McCleary, in a 
clear, simple, schoolmasterly, bat 
very able and convincing fashion, ex­ 
plained to the audience what free 
coinage of silver meant 
He traced 
the experience of the government 
from its birth to the present time in 
attempting to maintain the two 
standards and circulate both metals, 
and showed how futile an effort it was 
and always wonld be unless at a fixed 
ratio by international agreement, or 
by the unlimited coinage of one and 
the limited coinage of the other as at 
present practiced by the United 
States. 
The hoar was so late that 
Mr. McCleary coaid not explain 
everything as clearly as he liked, mid 
as he usually does, bat hisspeech was 
a most timely effort, for it settled the 
question for good in the minds of 
quite a few who did not understand 
the question, and who had been 
partially led to believe by the blantant 
free silver advocates that there was 
some merit in their scheme of public 
robbery. Mr. McCleary was most at­ 
tentively listened to throughout and 
was enthusiastically cheered aahs ex­ 
posed the fallacies of the free silver 
advocates. 
There is no question but that the 
feeling for honest money and honesty 
in government finance is on the gain 
at present in this community, bnt no 
effort must be spared until all who 
are not blinded by partisan feeling or 
swayed by dishonest motives of self 
advancement will see and feel the 
troth, and the result will be the 
crashing defeat'of the foes of good 
government and financial honesty 
next November. 


Why He Remains A Republican. 
At the late Republican convention 
of Arizona, held to elect delegates to 
the St Louis convention, Tom Fitch, 
one of the most noted free silver advo# 
cates in the territory, was called upon 
to speak and responded in a speech, 
which for simple eloquence and beau­ 
ty of diction, deserves preservation. 
His reason why he should remains 


Republican are unanswerable and 
should be read by all Republicans. 
The reading will in no way dwarf 
their enthaeiaem for the grand old 
party. The fall text of Mr. Fitch’s 
speech is as follows: 
MGentlemen of tho convention: 
I thought that the seclusion that the 
upper gallery grants, combined with 
other circumstances, would exempt 
me from invitation to speak before this 
convention, bat your repeated calls 
leave me no alternative consistent with 
courtesy bat to answer them. 
“The speaker* who have addressed 
yon have spoken of the free ooinsge 
of silver as a cardinal principle of the 
Republican party. I fear that the 
St. Loais convention may oompel na 
to retrace oar etepe in this matter, 
and os the statesmen who control 
this convention have not included me 
among those deemed most fit to re­ 
present Arizona at St. Louis, I feel 
quite at liberty to tell the troth. 
“I suppose no one will question my 
long devotion to the cease of free 
silver coinage. 
Years ago, at the 
inception of the movement, I, os the 
vice-president of the national execu­ 
tive committee of the free silver 
convention, in connection with A. J. 
Warner, the president of the com­ 
mittee, traveled through the South 
and West preaching tho doctrine 
of j bimetallism, and I have never 
since hod occasion to changa my 
views with respect to the great 
benefits that might result to this 
nation from the complete restoration 
of silver as a money metal; and yet 
there are other circumstances quite 
os influential which most be potent in 
determining my future action and 
the fatare action of many Republicans 
in this matter. 
This morning a friend, who is a 
member of this convention, and who 
now honors me with his audience, said 
to me: “Mr. Fitoh, yon have always 
been a pronounced advocate of the 
free coinage of silver; what will you 
do if the St. Louis convention adopts 
a plank favoring a single gold stand­ 
ard, and denonncing the free coinage 
of silver? 
I did net answer the 
question then, bnt with your per­ 
mission I will do so now. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because its history is the history of 
the growth, the greatness and the free­ 
dom of this nation; because its pur­ 
poses are patriotic; because it is the 
friend of labor without being the foe 
of thrift; because it is wise, because it 
is just, because its restoration to com­ 
plete power will rekindle the furnace 
and start the turbines, and fill the land 
with the music of contented and well 
paid toil, and put bread into men's 
months and hope into their hearts. 
I belong to the Republican party 
because it is the grandest political 
organization of freemen that the 
world has ever known; because nnder 
its wise guidance star ofter star has 
been added to our flag, ship after 
ship has been added to onr fleets, 
factory after factory has been added 
to onr resources, millions upon mil­ 
lions have been added to onr wealth, 
city after city has been developed 
from our villages, and the land bas 
been laced with network of iron rails, 
and furnace fires have illuminated the 
night, and the grand diapason of 
labor has been made to sound 
throughout the continent. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
>ecause under its inspiration these 
United States, once a wrangling and 
discordant common wealth, these 
United States, onoe shamed witn slav­ 
ery and decrepit with the disease 
passion—theee United States have 
becomes confit!? where no slave's 
presence dishonors labor, where D° 
freeman's utterance are choked by the 
hand of power, where no man doffs 
his hat to another except through the 
courtesy of equals, where education 
is free, where manhood is respected 
and where labor is protected. 
“Under the patriotio rale of the 
Republican party these United States 
have become a nation whose credit 
reigns at the head of the world’s fin­ 
ances—whose flag floats proudly up­ 
on every sea, and whose armies wonld 
come at the drumbeat out of the hives 
of industry to swarm in defense of 
the oenntry on every shore. 
“Under the rale of the Republican 
party these United States have be­ 
come the greatest, freest, and most 
prosperous nation under the light of 
ann.

I was present as a newspaper reporter 
at the Chicago convention in 1860, 
when all Illinois shouted Abraham 
Lincoln into the preaidencey. I heard 
the song of John Brown’s soul sung 
in bated breath and in secret gather­ 
ings of his sympathizers, and four 
years later on these distant shores I 
almost caught the echo of its refrain 
when armies chanted it for their battle 
anthem. I enjoyed the eloquence of 
Baker and of Starr King, and Garfield 
and Conklin, and that noblest Roman 
of them MI, James G. Blaine. 
“Who, then, is there in all this land 
that shall dare ask me to betray these 
memories because of a difference of 
opinion consoling the conditions nn­ 
der which silver dollars shall be coin? 
sd? 
“Who shall dare tell me it is my 
doty to leave the path along which 
my youth and my manhood marched, 
and where, when the evening bogle 
shall sound the final reveille, my age 


shall be found still marching? Rather 
will I tam to the Republican goddees 
the some steadfast face that I bore 
when my Jocks, now whitening, were 
black as raven’s wing, and soy to her 
ae Ruth said to Naomi: 
Whither 
thou lodgeet, I will lodge; thy people 
shall ba my people, and thy God my 
God; where thou disat I will die, and 
there will I be buried.’ ”

On March 1st, 1895, after date with­ 
out grace I promise to pay to tho 
order of------------ — 
Fivo 
hundred dollars, m gold ooin of the 
United States of America of tho pres­ 
ent standard of value, with interest 
thereon in like gold ooin, at the rate 
of 12 per cent per annum from date, 
nntil paid, for vain* received. Inter­ 
est to be paid at maturity, and if not 
so paid the whole aam of both princi­ 
pal and interest to beoome immedi­ 
ately doe and collectable at the option 
of the holder of this note. 
And in case snit or action is insti­ 
tuted to collect this note, or any por­ 
tion thereof I promise and agree to 
pay in addition to cost and disburse­ 
ments, provided by statute, fifty dol­ 
lars, in like gold coin for attorneys 
fees, in snit or adion. 
This is the best evidence that the 
men who are paying for the manu­ 
facture of free silver sentiment do not 
propose to toke fifty-cent dollars 
themselves, and the fact that they ac­ 
cept only gold notes is evidenee that 
they believe that free silver woald 
mean a depreciated currency. Silver 
wonld be “good enongh for the work­ 
ing man and the farmers’’, bnt the 
silver king will take his in gold.—St 
Clond Jonraal-Prees.
